Rapping those who attem pt to “force us to lay aside 
the Adam of Genesis and accept the build-down man 
of the Metropolitan museum,” Dr. Len G. Broughton, of 
Jacksonville, had quite a few things to *ay, in his ad­ 
dress at the B aptist 
convention 
in 
Memphis, 
about 
present-day tendencies to find new paths in religion. 
•“Let the scientist keep his hands o ff of our theology 


which he actually was forced to resign his position in 
apparent disgrace, saved the United States from de­ 
feat at the hands of Germany. 
He said the w ar—call­ 
ed by Lloyd George a “race between Hindenburg and 
Wilson—was won by a hair by Wilson because a “few 
army and navy officers” got the arm y and navy 
ready “in spite of” the President. 
Josephus Daniels, form er Secretary of the Navy, 
was flayed by Admiral Fiske as a pacifist and a blund-w 
ering in terferes who fought Fiske’s ideas early in 
the war and then claimed them as his own when they 
proved the salvation of the army. 
“I was discredited officially and forced to resign 
my position,” Admiral Fiske declared, but everything 
I told Mr. Daniels would hapen did happen and in a 
more extreme degree than I had predicted. 
Secretary Daniels, he said, “like many men who had 
never been charged with large responsibilities” tried 
to attend to all details of the Navy Departm ent him­ 
self instead of through the four Naval Aids provided 
by his predecessor. 
He got rid of two of those aids,' 
Admiral Fiske said and so interfered with and lessen­ 
ed the usefulness of the others th a t when the war 
broke out he had “made our navy wholly unmanage­ 
able for the purpose of w ar.” 
Mr. Daniels, though urged continually to adopt an 
adm inistrative plan which would show at all times 
the preparedness of all bureaus of the navy, failed 
to do so and “seemed to be thrown into an antagon­ 
istic fram e of mind at every mention of the world 
‘w ar’ the Admiral continued. 
Admiral Fiske se­ 
cretly had himself called before the House Naval Com­ 
m ittee by Representative Hobson, he said, and suc­ 
cessfully refuied the Secretary** roseate “ Proof of the 
of the Preparedness of the Navy,” hi» report of De­ 
cember, 1914.

* This and the subsequently influencing of Repre­ 
sentative Hobson to engineer legislation changing 
the title of Aid for Operations to Chief of Naval 
Operations and give him more power was ‘in defiance 
of all m ilitary procedure and against the law of Con­ 
gress,” Admiral Fiske said. Yet, heasserted, it result­ 
ed in the reversion of both 
Secretary 
Daniels and 
President Wilson’s policies toward preparation 
for 
the em ergency' and made possible transporting 
an 
arm y to France “in the nick of time.” 
It is ^laughable how naval officers enjoy “taking a 
crack” a t Mr. Daniels. Thj? public probably knows by this 
time th at officers did not care for him. Certainly the ma­ 
jority of them have never lost an oppqrtunity to acquaint 
the public with that fact. 
Here is Admiral Fiske, years 
after the w ar ended and Mr. Daniels retired to private 
life, hammering away at Joseuhus. 
There may be many reasons why the form er secretary 
became so well disliked by the officers of the navy, while 
he retained the affection of the enlisted men. 
Probably ^ 
ti» best reason, howeVer. w a a -th a ttT r Daniels took the f 
view th at gentlemen* are created by God and not by act 
of congress. 
Secretary Daniels respected his officers, but he respect­ 
ed hi» seamen also. 
It will be recalled by those people 
of retentive memories, th at some days before the war, 
Mr. Daniels decided th a t if intoxicating liquor was such 
a bad thing for enlisted men that it should be barred 
from the mess table, th a t it was equally as bad for the 
officers, and it was barred by him from the wardroom. 
That regulation of the naval secretary was indicative of 
the way be felt about things.

CROP CONDITIONS THE BEST 
RAPID PROGRESS BRING MADE 
Conditions for planting and working 
the various crop* grown in this lec­ 
tion ware never more ideal than now.,. 
Fine rains came to this section this 
weak, making the replanting of cotton 
unnecessary, and the increased mois­ 
ture caused the cotton seed to sprout 
and come rapidly. 
Many planters in 
this section have been beard to re­ 
mark since the rains, that cotton was 
making rapid headway coming up, 
and naxt*wtak would be ready 
for 
chopping. 
The corn was never finer, and more 
is planted in the bottom lands of the 
county than for the past score of years 
and much of it has been worked over 
the second time. For the past forty 
days the soil has been in fine work- 
ing condition, with just enough rain 
to cause the plant to thrive and grow 
fast. , 


LARGE ACREAGE PLANTED 
TO SWEET POTATOES 
During the last ten days many thou- 
sand of sweet potato plants have been 
sold by local dealers, and it is quite 
possible that one of the largest crops 
of this important food product will 
be grown in this section than for the 
past several years. 
Much of ’ the 
plants have been supplied from local 
hot beds, others shipped from Cull­ 
man and Georgia points. 
Practically 
all growers oí this tuber for commer­ 
cial purposes has provided a curing 
house on hia farm, and can take care 
of targe quantities with 
certainty, 
whereas the old style of putting up in 
dry kiln was a hit and miss problem.

The Irish potato crop bids fair 
to be very fine gnd above a normal 
crop was planted last Spring. 
Everything has been ideal for the 
home garden, and all are remarkably 
free from weeds and grass, the vege­ 
tables being fine and Wealthy and 
making rapid progress.

ing the Bean Beetle, a peat that last 
season ruined many fine promises. 


GUANO SALES ENDED

Guano sales in a local way are end­ 
ed with all dealers practically sold 
out. This has been fine seson deal­ 
ers report, much high grade material 
being sold, and free applications made 
to the crops. It is pointed out by lo­ 
cal dealers that it is now the rule for 
the farmer to use the best and high­ 
est grade of commercial fertilizer ob­ 
tainable, and more per acre is put 
out than formerly. Several tons of 
potash has also been handled here, 
this being used later on for side appli­ 
cation to corn, etc.
